As the old saying goes, 
an ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure, and it really is not such a job as one 
might think to soak them. I understand that it is difficult to obtain Lysol, so if you are 
not able to obtain it, send to Beckwith Gardens, North Street, Manchester Center, Ver- 
mont. They have a disinfectant known as DELBETAR which is said to be very good 
which we plan to use this season.

Blushing Mary (Young). This is a sport of MARY ANSTEEN, with same habits of that 
variety except that the color white is at times flushed pink with a rouge blotch 
nicely setting the flower off. After growing it a season, I like it very much and 
found it took very well with garden visitors. We have obtained the stock of this 
variety and are pricing it so you can afford to plant it this season. Large or Medium
